Looking Forward 


Explorations Indicate Potential 
Farm Lands At The Pas 


THE PAS, Man.—Two hundred years after Pierre de La Veren- 
drye settled at Le Pas in 1750 to establish the crossroads of the 
north, this town turns one of the most interesting pages in its 
colorful history. It is the spectacle that western Canada saw 50 
years ago when sprawling ranches gave way to farms. 


But instead of the land rushes 
which marked the West's transition, 
the north is seeing an astounding 
blueprint of its future take place un- 
der Prairie Farm Rehabilitation act 
engineers now surveying potential 
farmlands west of here. © 

These plans are to result in pro- 
tection from floods which discouraged 
early farmers, long before Saskat- 
chewan’s wheat fields ever saw a 
plough. The original survey of these 
farmlands involved 186,000 acres be- 
tween the Opasquai and Carrot riv- 
ers, west to Saskatchewan. 

Pogo tentative explorations indi- 
c&te that other thousands of poten- 
tial farm acres lie north— between 
the Carrot and Saskatchewan rivers. 

Le pas, the original name of the 
town, is 40 years older than Toronto. 
It obtained its present name of The 
Pas when it was incorporated as a 
town in 1912, and its growth from

Proper Fitting 
Of Child's Shoe 
Is Important 


Never trust a child when he tells 


you his feet don’t hurt: he may be 


taking the pain for granted. This 
discovery follows a study of children 
—and feet—in elementary schools, 
according to Elizabeth Hammond, di- 
rector of the Canadian Shoe Informa- 
tion Bureau, 

Of 4,000 children whose feet were 
examined in elementary schools only 
one little girl said. that her feet hurt. 
Yet nearly 8,000 of these children 
were wearing shoes from a half-size 
to three-and-a-half sizes shorter than 
the feet measurements, Many children 
were actually digging holes in the 
ends of their shoes at the same time 
they claimed their feet felt good. 

Mrs. Hammond quoted the results 
of this survey as a warning to other 
mothers. Proper fitting of shoes, she 
says, should allow about three-quar- 
ters of an inch growing room ahead 
of the big toe. The heel should grip 
the foot snugly. In width, a child's 
shoes should be about one-quarter 
inch wider than the foot,

In a four-year study of duck-nest- 
ing in potholes southwest of Moose 
Jaw, Sask., it was found that where- 
as nesting density was 64 broods a 
square mile when pothole water was 
sufficient, numbers dropped to four 
broods a square mile in the year 
when water supply was unsafe, 

He said some of Manitoba's Mal- 
lards seem to have laid smaller 
clutches this year in order to catch 
up on time lost through unseasonable 
cold weather and flood conditions.

Portable Grain Bin 


Gia storage is a varying prob- 
lem In some harvest seasons 
when grain is moving out of the 
farmer's hands rapidly it is not 
pressing. At other times a farmer 
may be saved a heavy loss if he has 
proper bins for storing his surplus. 
Necessity for the replacement of old 
bins also occurs from time to time. 

Farm granaries may be of the 
portable or permanent type, the for- 
mer being somewhat less expensive 
to construct and they can be more 
quickly built. The portable granary 
also is somewhat more convenient 
since it can readily be moved with 
a tractor to the most convenient lo- 
cation at threshing time. 

Where permanent granaries are to 
be built, carefully prepared plans are 
an essential,’ It is easy to correct 
errors in design and arrangement of 
a building while it is still on paper, 
but changes in a partly completed 
structure usually are very expensive. 
Farmers, who are faced with the 
problem of providing storage for a 
considerable quantity of grain should, 
therefore, consult the Agricultural 
Engineering Departments of their col- 
leges for assistance before attempt- 
ing actual construction, Grain-stor- 
age buildings are called on to support 
unusually heavy loads and a lack of 
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proof paper being placed between the 
layers. 

Constructed according to this de- 
scription and with a gable roof, the 
following is a bill of material for the 
600-bushel portable granary. Fram- 
ing lumber, consisting c. skids, joists, 
studding, plates and rafters, 40 board 
measure feet; sheathing for walls and 
roof 565 B.M. ft.; flooring for a dou- 
ble floor 250 B.M. ft., while another 
50 B.M, feet of rough lumber will 
make the wall braces and the rafter 
ties. The total is 1,265 B.M. feet. 

Where they can be built by farm 
labor th. cash outlay for such gran- 
aries need not be much higher than 
the cost of the materials, and if they 
are well built they will last for many 
years. 

Construction Details 

When framing a portable granary 
the joists should be notched,into the 
skids about 144 inches and well spik- 
ed at*each contact with the skids. 
Nailing the studs to the sides of the 
joists upright, yet bridging would be 
a further stiffener, and is advisable 
under such heavy loading. The plate 
must be securely spiked to the studs 
at their upper ends. Diagonal braces 
are let into the outside surfaces of 
the studs at each corner and secure- 
ly nailed into place before the siding

It is best to have 
such buildings high enough off the 
ground to permit dogs and cats to 
get under them; and, where they are 
of the stationary type, the use of 
pillars instead of continuous founda- 
tions help prevent vermin establish- 
ing themselves under the building. 
Strips of sheet iron or of galvanized 
hardware cloth will prevent rats 
gnawing holes through the siding, 
care being taken also to protect the 
door so that entrance cannot be se- 
cured at this point 

When placing portable granaries in 
the field care should be taken to see 
that all three skids bear evenly on 


the ground, or racking of the build-| 
ling will be almost certain under load. 


If portable granaries are placed on 
stones or blocks of timber or con- 
crete so as to raise the skids off the 
ground these members will last much 
longer and the whole building will

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This mine made millions for Hetty Green, celebrated miser, who sold it

JACKSON, Cal.—The golden touch 
of Hetty Green, which enabled her to 
amass a fortune totalling $67 million 
when she died at the age of 82 in 
1916, still works. 

The eccentric woman financier 
once took 600,000 ounces of gold, 
valued at $12 million, from a mine 
which became known as the Hetty 
Green. 


Located just outside this Mother 
Lode community, the mine was shut 
down by Mrs. Green when the yield 
began to decline, 


there was plenty of gold still in the 
mine. 

It was only when her shrewed in- 
vestments made her the richest wom- 
an in the world, that she finally de- 
cided to dispose of the property. 

Mrs. Green's original hunch is pay- 
ing off today. At the Central-Eureka 
gold mine, one of the richest gold 
vein ever found in the Mother Lode 
is now being worked. 

Situated 3,900 feet underground, 
the vein assays five to nine ounces 
of gold a ton. 

It is the old Hetty Green mine, now
